And if all who act as Phyſicians 
could * prevailed with to forbear an indiſcri- 
minate Uie of Bleeding, and Purging, and the 
other Evacuations ; and would have a due Re- 
gard to the medical Principles and Cautions re- 
commended to their Confideration, and would 
only adviſe them in Cafes where there is ſome 
Exceſs in the Quantity of the animal Fluids, 
and then only fo far, as they ſhall be wanted, 
it would, I think, be an effectual Means of 
| ſaving Multitudes of more Lives, than the 
Diſcovery of the Longitude (if obtained) poſſibly 
could be: Becauſe ſuch a Reformation in the 
Practice of Fhyſick, would prevent the Miſ- 
chiefs that naturally follow frequent Bleedings, 
and Purgings, Cc. in Diſcaſes where the 
animal Fluids are too little in Quantity, and 
which only want atera!rve and reſtorative Re- 
medies; and be equally beneficial to the Sick 
under ſuch Diſtempers, whether at Sea, or 
on Land; where the Inhabitants are immenſely 

more numerous than Seafaring People. |

ſideration of the Public in the foregoing Part 
contain Matters of great Moment; and the 
Remarks upon them, by an ingenious Phy- 
Lein, — in the Monthly Review for

Reply I. I muſt take the Liberty to ſay, 
that it was not my Purpoſe, in that Pamphlet, 
to deliver a Syſtem of the Things neceflary to 
be known unto thoſe who practiſe Phyſick, 
though I think that Inſtructions concerning 
them may be communicated more clearly, and 
with greater Brevity than they have hitherto 
been given to Students in Phyſick. | 
FS. 201. Reply 2. Ix is evident (from Part J. 
F. 2.) that I did not ſpeak of all Things de- 
ſirable to be known; but only of medical 
Knowledge, ſo far as is needful to enable a 
Man to form right Notions of Diſeaſes, and of 
the Means proper for their Cure, and of the 
Errors to be avoided in Practice. 

§. 202. Reply 3. AN p ag to my Account 
of the Cauſes of Diſeaſes, and of the Means 
proper for Curing them; * and of the medical 
Principles, © and Cautions © to be obſerved in 
the Uſe of the evacuating Remedies ; and as to 
my Account of Fevers, and of curing them, 
and the Small-Pox, without Bleeding *; &c. and 
of the ſad Effects of bleeding Perſons ſick of the 
Plague; and my Account of medical Know- 
ledge, * and the Method of ſtudying Phyſick, * 
and of Conſiderations for medical Adviſers; I 
is Leave to ſay, that if theſe various Things,

8. 203. Ir any Gentleman can produce from 


the medical Writings of antient, or modern 
Authors, an Account of thoſe Things ($. 202.) 


in a more clear, and conciſe a Manner, than they 
find them there delivered, I ought to acknow- 
ledge my Opinion to be miſtaken; but, till 
ſuch an Account is produced, I hope every one 
will allow me the Satisfaction of thinking I 
have been enabled to write of them in a ſmaller 
Compaſs than has been before done; and ſuch 
Things as will redound greatly to the Good of 
Mankind in the preſent, and future Ages. 

$. 204. IT may not be improper for me 
here to ſay, that when I entered into the De- 
ſign of Reading Lectures on the Practice of 


Phyfick, my Aim, and Endeavours were to 


communicate that Knowledge of Things re- 
lating to the healing Art, which might fit 
Perſons intending to act as Phyſicians, for a 
right, and fuccefiful Performance of the Ser- 
vice; and to do this in as few Diſcourſes, as 
would ſuffice to accompliſh the End propoſed. 
F. 205. AND at laſt I reduced the Number 
of my Lectures, ſo much, as to be able to go 
through a Courſe in four Weeks. 
$. 206. IN thoſe few Lectures I conſider 
the various Diſeaſes commonly incident to 
adult Perſons of both Sexes, and to Infants 
and

and Children; and (as I apprehend) give a 


clear Account of them, and likewiſe a faithful 
Narrative of the Medicines I preſcribe, and of 
the Methods I have uſed in Practice with great 
Succeſs, correſpondent to my medical Prin- 
ciples and Cautions. 

$. 207. AND it appeared to me that the 
Lectures were to the Satisfaction of thoſe, who 
heard them ; becauſe, if I was not clear 
enough in any Point, they had the Liberty of 
deſiring a further Explanation ; and if they 
had an Objection to any Things afferted, they 
knew they might propoſe it; and they heard 
the Queſtions and Objections that were put to 
me, candidly conſidered. And I have no 
Reaſon to queſtion their being well pleaſed with 
the Inſtructions they received from me.

$ 261. Reply 2. AND ſurely it cannot rea- 
ſonably be imagined, that I thought the Things 
neceſſary to the qualifying a Man for the Prac- 
tice of Phyſick, could be comprehended in a 
Pamphlet, fince I have publiſhed Four Vo- 
lumes only on ſome of the Diſeaſes incident to 
human Bodies.

F. 217. Here I would give a Reaſon why 
no expreſs Notice was taken of the Solids amon 
the Cauſes of Diſcaſes. I conſidered that the 
Blood is the central Fluid of the Body; that the 
Supplies for the Nutriment of all its Parts, fluid 
and ſolid, are carried into it; and that all the 
Humours ſecreted for the various Uſes of the 
Body, are ſecreted from it, as well as all the 
Excretions are made from it: And that the 
morbid Symptoms of the Solids, whatever they 
be, are truly the Effects of ſome morbific Cauſe 
previouſly ſubſiſting in the arterial Blood; 
which appeared to me a good Reaſon for not 
mentioning them in my Account of the Cauſes 
of Diſeaſes: And it deſerves Conſideration, that 
every morbid State of the Solids is in reality 
the Effect of ſome morbific Cauſe you -exiſtent 
in the Blood. 

$. 218. For if they are /ax, it is becauſe 
there is an Exceſs in the Quantity of Lymph 
ſecreted from the arterial Blood ; and tranſmit- 
ted into the Interſtitia of the Solids: And if 
they are rigid, or under a morbid Tenſion, it is 
becauſe there has been a Deficiency in the 
Quantity of the Lymph ſecreted, and tranſmitted 
into their Interſtitia. And 1 may add, that 
whatever morbid Particles happen in the Inter- 
_ fiitta of the Solids, they IS in the Blood, 
and were derived from it.

In this Section I obſerv- 
ed, that there are ſuch Signs as this Author takes 
Notice of, and again in Sect. ix. where I recite 
ſome of the neceſſary Parts of medical Know- 
ledge; becauſe they. are indeed ſome of the 
moiſt important Things to be known by all, who 
undertake to direct for the Cure of Diſeaſes be- 
fore they enter upon the Service: And altho' I 
would ſuppoſe all Phyficians to underſtand 
them, yet as there is vaſtly a greater Number, 
who act as Phylicians, and are ignorant of them, 
it is very needful to inculcate the Neceſſity of 
knowing them; fince without ſuch Know- 
ledge, they will . unavoidably i injure, if not 


ſometimes deſtroy their Patients; and in Caſes

be thus, dig. Upon the Blood's running out 
thro' the Orrifice of a Vein in the Arm, there 


will be a quicker Flow of Blood from thoſe. 
capillary Arteries, which carry their contained 


Fluid into the capillary Veins, which run 
into the wounded Vein; and a quicker Flow 
of Blood from thoſe larger Arteries which ſup- 


ply thoſe leſſer Arteries; and a quicker Flow 


of Blood thro' the aſcending Aria; and a 
quicker Flow of Blood from the Left Ventricle 


into the Aorta; and fo from the plumonary 


Vein into the Left Auricle and Ventricle of the 
Heart ; and from the pulmonary Arteries into 


the pulmonary Vein; and from the right Ven- 
tricle of the Heart into the plumonary Artery; 


and from the Vena Cava into the right Auricle 
and Ventricle of the Heart ; and from the Ex- 
tremities of all the capillary ſanguine Veins into 
the Vena Cava; and from all the lymphatic 


| Veins which empty their Fluid into the ſanguine 


Veins ; and from all the lymphatic Arteries that 
empty their Fluid into lymphatic Veins. 

$. 239. Tuus the Circulation of the animal 
Fluid proceeds in their ſeveral Veſſels, till the 
Veſſels come to a proportional Fulneſs: As 
upon letting out Water by a Sluice from a Se- 
ries of Canals, which communicates one with 
another, there is a Drain, or a Revulſion of 


Water, from the Extremities of the moſt diſ- 
tant Canals, while the Water is running off 
thro' the Sluice; and afterwards, till the Water 
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in all the communicating Canals comes to its 
proportional Quantity or F ulneſs. 


240. AND thus it unavoidably happens in 


human Bodies, upon opening a Vein, and let- 
ting the Blood run out of it. There is an uni- 
verſal Revulſion of Fluid from the moſt diſtant 
Veſſels of every Denomination, that communi- 


cate with the ſanguine Veins; and conſequently 


a Revulſion of Fluid from all the lymphatic 
Veſſels, in the external Superficies of the Body, 
and in the Membrane of the Mouth, Oeſophagus, 
Stomach, Inteſtines, and in all 1 Parts of the 
Body into the venal Blood. 


$. 241. Tus I hope will be allowed as a 


true Account of the immediate natural Effects 
of Bleeding: And now as to the Caſe ſuppoſed, 


we may obſerve, 1. That the taking away one 


Pound of Blood, reduces the Quantity of that 
Patient's Blood to the Standard of Health ; and 
frees him from one Cauſe of Sickneſs, and 
therefore to him is beneficial, 


8. 242. 2. THAT the Exceſs of the Quan- 


tity of the Blood being removed, the Circula- 


tion of it becomes more fiee and eaſy; and 


the Action of the vital Organs ſtronger ; and a 


more copious Secretion of the Humours to be 


ſecreted follows thereupon ; and a briſker Flow 
of Fluid into all the lymphatic Arteries, and 
excreting Glands and Veſſels; whence it hap- 
pens that in the Caſe ſuppoſed (F. 238.) or 


when Bleeding is adviſed for Perſons who have 


too much Blood, although there is a Revul- 
fion, from every Superficies of the Body, dur- 


ing the Time that the Blood is running out of 
the

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the Vein, and till all- the Veſſels come -to a 
proportional Fulneſs; yet immediately after 
there follows a Derivation, or a greater Flow of 
Fluids to the minuteſt Veſſels in every Part of 
the Body ; and the Excretion to the Surface of 
the Body as well as in other Parts of it is pro- 
moted.

Health requires, will render the Quantity of 
his vital Fluid proportionally to the Quantity 


taken away, leſs than it ought to be. 

245. 2. AND conſequently will propor- 
| tionally leſſen the Quantity of all the Fluids 
daily ſecreted from the Blood, for the Uſes of 
the Body, and eſpecially of the nervous Fluid, 
neceſſary for maintaining the Vis Vitæ. 

$. 246. AND therefore will leſſen the vital 
Strength; and more or leſs hinder thoſe Ex- 
cretions which are neceſſary for freeing the 
Blood from its ſuperfluous, and morbid PRO 
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and by this Means muſt encreaſe the Danger 
of 3 Patient's Life, 

. Anp if theſe fad Effects naturally 
follow. the bleeding Perſons, who have no more 
Blood than a State of Health requires, we have 
Reaſon to apprehend that the Conſequences of 
taking Blood from thoſe who have too little 
of it, will be worſe; worſe in Proportion to the 
Deficiency made in the Quantity of the vital 
Fluid. 

F. 248. Tris Gentleman having obſerved 
that my firſt Caution ſuppoſes a Revulſion to 
be the conſtant and neceſſary Conſequence of 
it [:. e. of Bleeding] aſſerts that reiterated Facts 
evince the very reverſe.* _ 

$. 249. Tres: Words imply this Propoſi- 
tion, vig. that reiterated Facts evince, that a 
Revulſion from the Superficies or Surface of 
the Body, is not the conſtant, and neceſſary 
Conſequence of Bleeding. 

$. 250. Bur I muſt beg Leave to ſay, that 
this Propoſition cannot eaſily be aſſented to, till 
ſuch reiterated Facts are produced. 

8. 251. THAT a hurtful Revulſion is not 
the Conſequence when Blood is taken away in 
the Beginning of Fevers from Perſons, who 
have too much of it, I readily grant: But it is 
neceſſary to ſhew, by Facts, that a prejudicial 
Revulſion is not the Conſequence of bleeding 
Perſons, who have too little Blood, or no more 
than a State of Health requires.
